monies m Honolulu were glowing and th 
recital of the enthusiastic scenes which wer 
enacted on the day Old Glory was raised ex 
cited wonderment here that a people wh 
hod not been consulted in the matter caul 
become so intoxicated with joy upon takin 
such an important step. I'M Pacific coos 
papers give very dismal accounts of 'he pro 
ceedings. According to them the occosioi 
resembled a iuneral service. The Doyles 
town Intelligencer is one of the few Eastern 
papers which have commented truthful), 
upon the matter. 
The Intelligencer says: 


The account'of the proceedings connectec 


With the transfer of Hawaii to the Unitec 
States has little in it to make American 
proud or to create or confirm satisfaction 
upon the event. The. Hawaiians were con 
spicuous by their absence from the proceed 
ings. Those who were forced to be presen 
were manifestly unhappy. They tried no 
to see their flag hauled down and tears 
coursed down tlwir cheeks as their colors 
descended. The bandmen tried to be ex 
cused from furnishing music for the occasion 
and many kept their houses closed as though 
misfortune had overtaken the land. 


The representatives of the United States 


mode the ceremonies of annexation as briel 
and simple as possible, but it is not to be 
denied that love of the United States is ab- 
sent from the people who are annexed. They 
are sad over the absorption of Hawaii as a 
part of the American Union. They are not 
ustly treated in the proceedings, and if they 
were powerful aud warlike the treatment ac- 
corded to Hawaii would not have occurred. 


The proceedings at the formal raising ol 


the United States flag are not a highly hon- 
orable and beautiful ceremony, and the tears 
of the Hawaiians, upon the absorption ot 
their country by ours, are only to likely 
to water a harvest of prejudice and resent- 
ment that will end to neither honor, happi 
ness nor prosperity, for the future oi this 
ill-assorted alliance. The spectacle is not 
one that invites enthusiasm or compels re- 
spect—it is the domination of the weak by 
the strong, a discreditable position for the 
great American Republic.

counties as high as eight times as 
much. 
There are only two counties, 


Philadelphia and Allegheny, which do 
not get back more monsy for common 
school purposes alone than all that 
their citizens pay In. The individual 
citizen in Pennsylvania, under the leg- 
islation which the Republican party 
has made, pays nothing as an individ- 
ual toward the support of the state 
government. The corporation taxes and 
the special taxes and the license fees 
upon particular classes of business foot 
the entire bill, and amount to over 
$3,000,000 
besides, 
which Is divided 


among the counties to lighten the bur- 
dens of local taxation. 


This is the sort of a Republican rec- 


ord which anybody has to go up against 
who undertakes to make anti-Republi- 
can fight on state issues. The truth is 
that the state of Pennsylvania is not

Kim 
planks on oak stringpieces "we're the ma- 
terials employed, but these wore out so 
rapidly that a return to the old style of 
building was proposed. This consisted 
of cables made from the fiber of the 
Aloe. These cables are plaited and twist- 
ed from fiber and are nearly two inches 
thick and %% inches wide. They are 
saturated with tar and firmly nailed to 
oak planking. The ends are.fastened by 
iron straps. These cables make most ad- 
mirable footpaths. They are sufficiently 
elastic to be pleasant tinder the feet, 
and experience has demonstrated that 
they are far more durable than any ma- 
terial heretofore applied for thia.pur- 
pose.'
